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REMARKS 

Claims ! and,3 to 17 are^ pending in the present In view of the following 

remarks, it is respectfully subniitted that all of the presently pending claimsare allowable^ahd 
reconsideration isrrespe 

Rejections under 35 tJ;&C. 8 102 and S 103 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 3 and 4 were rejiected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,363,348 to Besling et al., (''Besling"). Claims 5 and 6;were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C, § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the combination ofBesling and U.S. Patent No. 
6,049^594 to Furman et al, ("Furman"). Glainis 7 to 15 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, §1 03(a) as 
being unpatentablei over the combination of Besliiig and U.S. Patent No. 6,0801,893 to Backffied et 
al, (''Backfried"). Claims 16 and 17 were rejected under 35 U 
over the conibination of Fumian. and Besling. 

BesHng describes a method for rec an input pattern stored in a user station using a 

recognition unit of a server station. Column 1, lines.8 to: IQ. A vbcabulaiy adaptation p 
include a list of additional words whk^^ are added to a basic YOcabulary. Golumn I Q, lines 54 to 58. 
Besling notes that "adding a new word to a ypcabulary may, in itself, not be sufficientjo ensure that 
the word can be recognized," that for a speech recognition system '-a transcription in Acoustic 
references is additionally required'- and that for many languages "a reasonably accurate 
transcription can be achieved automatically for niQst words," Column 10, lines 58 toj 63^ 

Independent claim 1 of the present application recites "speaking the vocabulary data to the 
voice recognition system in an automated manner using the ^audio module so as to expand the 
vocabulary database." Independent claim 16 recites that "speech data is, spoken iiito the vocabulary 
database in an automated manner using the audio module so as to expand the vocabulary database." 
It is respectfully subniitted that Besling does not teach or suggest: speaking vocabulary/speech data 
into a vocabulary database in an automated manner using an audio miDdule, as recited in.claims 1 
and 16. In contrast, Besling merely describes automatic transcription of a word into an acoustic 
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representation when adding the word to a vocabulary. See Besling column 10,:line 58, to column 
1 1, line 9. It is respectfully submittied that automatic transcription is not the same thing; as j nor does 
automatic transcription teach or suggest, speaking vocabulary data to a voice recognition system in 
an automated manner usingan audio module so as to expand a vocabulary database, as xecited Jn 
claims 1 and 16. 

The Office Action acknowledges, at page>2; that Backfiied doe3 not.teach the feature of 
spelakbg v6cabula]^/s]^ech data^ into a vbcabulaiy database in ah automated manner using an audio 
module,,as recited in claims. 1 and. l$„ 

Furmah is ifdt relied on for teaching or suggest the ^^^^ 
dataiiito a vocabulary databaise in.an automated manner using ah audio module, as recited in claims 
1 aiid l 6., Mde^d,'Furmaih does ndt teabh drsujggest at. least this feature. 

Because each::of Besling; BackEr^ teach or siiiggest at least the 

raboye recited features of independent claims l and 16, it is respectiully submitted that Besling, 
Eiackfried,.and Fu et al., whether takien^albhe or ih combination, coiild hot render claims ! and 
1 6, or their respectivje diependent claims, unpatentable.
